yesterday, 
when 
I hwild that he was lit the hosp- 
ital' 
I didn't, and 
now he is gone! 
'You knew him tery well?" 
"Yes,

made his acquaintance. 
If I remember 
aright ho was In charge 
of tho Signal 
Station, 
his house being 
In the South 
Fort at that tint".

Peasants. 


In view of the recent Importation 
of 
Gallclnn 
laborers, 
nnd the difllcultlas 
experienced 
with them on the planta- 
tions, 
the 
following 
description 
of 
their native country, 
quoted verbatim 
from JolinBon's 
Universal 
Cyclopedia, 
New York, Appleton 
& Co., 1897, may 
prove of Interest to many: 
"Otillclu, a jirovlnco of Austria, con 
sisting of the old territories of (Jallc.ia, 
Ixdoiuerln, Auschwitz, Zalor and Cra 
cow, and divided Into two Government- 
al districts, J.emberg and Cracow. It 
Is bounded S. by Hungary, 
from which 
It Is separated by the Carpathians;

and N. by Knssla and Poland,
